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A charming story is told us of a famous preacher who on all his 
journeys was accompanied by a friar Brother. The latter was without 
any of those brilliant gifts of eloquence or éxalted learning that distin- 
guished his companion. He was blind and almost speechless. 

At the fiery words of the great preacher, hearts were wont to be 
converted, souls were lifted up to God and wonders of Divine Grace were 
wrought. But the blind Brother humbly performed his simple duties and

Our religion enjoins.charity towards our neigh- 

bor; the next to the greatest commandment imposes 

‘puch charity as a duty; “above all things have 

charity,” writes St. Paul. Yet, for some unexplainable 

reason, few people seem to understand what charity 

for our neighbor means in its loftiest sense—a concern 
for another’s spiritual welfare. 

If my anxiety for my neighbor’s’ comfort and 
aaypinees and general well-being here be evidence of 
my love and interest in him, surely my concern about 
his eternal welfare exemplifies far greater charity. 
Such charity is seldom exercised as between members 
of the same family, and this situation is not only un- 
intelligible, but utterly inexcusable. Holy Writ ex- 
presses the deepest contempt and execration for those 
who lack charity in the sense of which we speak: “he 
that hath no care for his own household is worse than me . 
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
